There were such clubs in the days of Lucy Larcom, perhaps some 


sixty years ago, when the factory girls of Lowell had also a magazine of 
their own known as the "Lowell Offering." 
Miss Larcom was one of tho 


principal contributors, while working'ns an operative in the Lawrence cor- 
poration. 
At first she was a doffer with other little girls, but after that 


she tended a spinning frame and then worked in the dressing room beside 
pleasant windows looking toward the river. 
She subsequently went to the 


cloth room, where she remained about ten years, nnd part of her work in the 
later years was to keep account of the number of pieces and bales in the 
cloth room. 
She was not required to be occupied all of her time, and 


accordingly spent her leisure moments in writing poetry, which afterwards 


. appeared in the' "Lowell Offering." 
There were general 
improvement 


circles-and girls' clubs, all bent upon self improvement and the general 


- 
uplift of the factory workers. 


It may be said that such a condition would be impossible at tho present 


time,*but this club organized in the Boott mills proves1 that work of that 


-, kind for the factory operatives of today is not impossible. 
Not only is 


it possible, but it is entirely practical and highly beneficial. 
Not only docs 


it offer the operatives an opportunity of pleasant acquaintance and inter- 
course with one another, but if provides enjoyable'and instructive enter-: 


' taiuments, lectures nnd rending matter. 


The leisure time nt noon is spent hi the club rooms and the operatives 


take a friendly interest in one another. 
If one is sick or out of work 


without an explanation, inquiry is made as to the cause, and if this he sick- 
ness the club renders whatever aid may be necessary as indicated by the 
circumstances in each individual case. 
Formerly 
when an operative 


, dropped out nobody inquired ns to Hie cause. 
It might he sudden illness 


in a lodging bouse without any friendly hnnd to administer tho treatment 
needed, or it might be even worse because many operatives 
have 
been 


found dead in (heir rooms, victims 6f apparent, neglect when taken suddenly 
ill. 
That, however, cannot occur to any member of the Working Girls' 


club at the Boott mills. ' • 


One of the most gratifying benefits of the club is the friendly feeling 


that has been engendered between the operatives and the mill 
officials. 


' The latter from the agent down attend the entertainments given by Ihe club 
; and show the deepest interest in ihe welfare of the operatives. 
This con- 


dition is very unusual in the mills of Lowell and equally rare in other 
cities.' 
In most mills thc operatives pass onc another from day to day 


without acquaintance except 'between those who work side by side, and 
even in such cases they look upon one another with a spirit of jealousy as 
Often as one of friendly regard. 
It is to he hoped that tho factory girls 


of other mills will follow the example set by those of flic Boott nnd organ- 
ize clubs for (heir mutual benefit, their entertainment and protection. 


Membership in such a club relieves the operative from the isolation 


nnd.solitudc, ns it were, that.exist where- the operatives do not rumple in a 
friendly way nnd get acquainted, 
This club puts sunshine into the lives 


of those who need it most, making them happier, more ambitious, more 


,'self-respecting and uplifting them socially, mentally and morally. 
The 


"Working Girls' club is a powerfufagency for the assimilation of'different 


s and nationalities, the removal of sectional prejudice nnd Ihe 
on of mutual respect, and what is better still, the eumlntion of high

Remains of E. H. Tucke 
Are at Parents' Home 


The body of Edward Hildreth Tucke 


of this city >vho was killed 
at 
Kan 


Francisco on March n, arrived In this 
city, yesterday and is now at the homo 
o£-hlij parents, Mr. and Mrs. , E. 
M. 


Tucke, 19 Variiuin itrctl. 


The bodj was accompanied to this 


city by an undertaker who brought tho 
details of tho accident as learned troni 
the coroner who Investigated the case. 
The story disposes of the rumors con- 
cerning the young man's death that 
have disturbed his friends for the past 
week. 


The young man went west, December 


6, to/earn his own living and since that 
time located In San Francisco where 
he, entered the; hotel business with the 
intention of learning the business in all 
'Its detail. 


This work occupied him cjery night, 


so that he returned to his room in the 
Hotel -Tallac, at about 3 o'clock each 
morning. 
The type of 
employment 


which ho had secured, he kept a pro- 
found secret from 
nearly everybody, 


but he wrote 
home 
several 'times a. 


week with1 a cheerfulness which would 
disguise the struggle he was having 


HIb room In the Hotel Tallac was on 


the fifth lloor and the windows were 
set low. So far as can be discovered 
he probably attempted to open one of 
them on the morning of the accident. 
It mubt have stuck, for he placed a 
chair at the window and •standing on 
it made a stronger effort to push tho 
window upward. . Those who exam- 
ined his room", state that it is their 
belief that the window went up sud- 
denh, allowing him to pitch forward 
and out. The ulndow was found wide 
open, indicating that he had exerted 
himself sufhclently to throw it to the 
top. The chair was tipped over against 
the window 'sill.

gues}s nnd by. Manager J. H. Shaw 
Investigation revealed the lifeless body 
of Mr..Tucke where he had fallen. • Ills 
family wai, notified and the body sent 
east. His room was: searched at the 
time for identification purposes. It was 
decorated after the manner of the col- 
lege youth, tl.cre being Iiemwnt'i ftom 
Harvard and'St. Paul's, school on the 
wall; pipes, photographs and odds and 
ends being-scattered about. A prayer- 
book, a! gift. fronVjhls mother, was ly- 
ing ojten upon the'dresser, and a New 
Testament, presented him on his grad- 
uation from St. Paul's school in 1907, 
was also there. 


Absolutely nothing was found to in- 


dicate that-the accident was-the re- 
sult of anything except the circum- 
stances detailed above, and detectives 
and the coroner reported to the San 
Francisco'police that it was an acci- 
dental death. 


The news came as n great shock, not 


only to his family, but also to his wide 
circle of friends and acquaintances in 
his home City.'

THE 
PROPOSED 
CHARTER 


In regard to the origin of the proposed charter now before the legis- 


lature for eiiactment on petition of Lowell citizens, 'a wrong impression 
seems to pievail to a considerable extent. 
That charter is the same as the 


Des Moines instrument with but slight modification. 
Its provisions would 


give the citizens more power over their government than they 
ever 


possessed before and would put in force a thoroughly systematic method 
of doing business. 
It would remove the deadlocks which have'so often 


tied up the city's business. 
But as it would reduce the number of offices

CIVIL SERVICE 
CONFERENCE 


The recent conference of the civil service commission with the officials 


at city hall should result in clearer ideas on the application of the law. 
Like many other laws that are intricate, the civil service statutes are not 
always easily understood and every loophole will be taken advantage of by 
somebody. 
If the laws are good for anything they should be enforced. 


Otherwise they should be discarded. The aim of the civil service law is to 
promote efficiently by holding experienced employes permanently in office, 
But where, however, it shields incpmpetenoy, as may sometimes be the case, 
the prime object of the law is defeated. 
It happens occasionally that an 


employe whose tenure of office is made permanent by law becomes lax or 
inefficient yet cannot ho removed. Where tho law makes merit the passport 
to office it improves the public, service, and this should always be the result 


of its application.

At first she was a doft'er with other little girls, but nfter that 


she tended a spinning framo^nud then worked in the dressing room beside 
pleasant windows looking toward tho river. 
She subsequently went to the 


cloth room where she remained about ten years, and part of her work in the

She was not required to bo occupied all of her time, and

accordingly spent her leisure moments in writing poetry,.which afterwards 
appeared ,in the. "Lowell Offering."

It must have stuck, for he placed a 
chair »t the window and standing on 
it made a stronger effort to push tho 
window upnaid
